Symptoms of digcord in Mr. Polk’s cabinet be-
gin already to manifest \hemselves, owing, it is
said, to the eflorta of the Secretary of State, who
is an old aspirant for the Presidential chair, te place
in office, particularly in the State of Pennsylvania,
to which lie elaims the sole right of giving diree.
tion, his particular friends and favorites.

The old and leading democrats of the Keysione
State, have centred upon Henry Horn, E:q. of

Philadelphia, as a successor to Calvin Blythe, the
present taulle(.mr of that port ; and Mr. Buchanan,
who has a voice in deciding in such selections, by
virtue of his office us & member of Mr. Polk's
cabinet, to whom he submits the names of all ap-
pllcalll.l for a share of the gpoils, contends for the
appointment of another.

Ot Mr. Horn, or his qualifications for the post of
honor for which he has been named by his friends
of Philadelphia, 1 shall say nothing either pre or
cen. Suffice it to remark, tnat he has always been
a sound democrat, and is a man and a merchant of
Market street, of gr-ar. respectability. Mr. H. was
once in Conmu from the city of Philadelphia,
and would hive been returned again by hie friends,
had not eircumstances of an unexpected nature
suddenly arisen at the time he was there, to place
power 10 the hands of the whig party. This small
potato business of heads of departments, who are
ambitious of reaching the highest post of honor
that the nation can confer, planting friends in fat
and influential places, wuf: a view to their own
ulterior benefit, 18 mot what the country expects of
them at this early period ol a new administration.
Should such little great men persevere in a policy
of this sort for even but a short time, an explosion
in the cabinet must inevitably ensue. and all the
hopes and blessing of repose and prosperity, pro-
mised by the prudent and wise debut in power ol
President Polk, will be lost ere he has time to de-
velope the pnmaw eteps for bringing them about.
